And whereas the Regional Board of the 
Regional District of Nanaimo has re- 
quested that the said regional district be 
empowered to undertake the function of 
soil removal regulation in Electoral Areas 
A, B,C, D. E, F, G. By and I: 

Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim that on, from, 
and after the date hereof the following 
be added to the objects, powers, obliga- 
tions, duties, limitations, and conditions 
of the Regional District of Nanaimo and 
that the Letters Patent of the regional 
district be amended accordingly:— 


“ Division VIII.—Soil Removal 
Regulation 


“1. Electoral Areas A, B, C, D, E, F, 
G, H, and I participate and share in the 
cost of the function of the regional dis- 
trict provided by this Division. 

“2. The Regional Board may, with 
respect to Electoral Areas A, B, C, D, E, 
F, G, H, and I, exercise the powers con- 
tained in clause (d) of section 868 of the 
Municipal Act; provided, however, that 
no by-law under this paragraph comes 
into force and effect until approved by the 
Minister of Municipal Affairs. 


“3. The annual net cost attributable to 
this function shall be apportioned among 
the participating member municipalities 
on the basis of assessment which may be 
taxed in the current year for school pur- 
poses, excluding property that is taxable 
for school purposes only by special Act. 

“4. No debt other than temporary cur- 
tent borrowing shall be incurred by the 
regional district for the purposes of this 
function.

CITY OF KELOWNA 
By-law 3262 


A By-law for Acquiring Real Property by 
Expropriation within the City of 
Kelowna for Highway Purposes. 


WHEREAS it is deemed desirable and 
expedient to acquire the hereinafter- 
described real property for highway pur- 
poses: 

And whereas the Municipal Act, being 
chapter 255 of the Revised Statutes of 
British Columbia, 1960, provides that the 
Council may by by-law enter upon, expro- 
priate, break up, take, or enter into pos- 
session of and use any real property in 
any way necessary or convenient for the 
purposes of establishing a highway, with- 
out the consent of the owners of the real 
property but subject to the provisions of 
Division (4) of Part XII of the Municipal 


Building Reports, 2000 West 12th Ave-| Act: 


Be it therefore enacted by the Munici- 
pal Council of the City of Kelowna, in 
open meeting assembled, as follows:— 

1. The Municipal Council of the City 
of Kelowna is hereby authorized to enter 
upon, expropriate, break up, take, and 
enter into possession of and use in any 
way necessary or convenient for highway 
purposes, without the consent of the own- 
ers thereof, the real property described as 
follows; namely, that certain parcel or 
tract of lands and premises situate, lying,

Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 

to Private Bills 

100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Provy- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear On Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto.

103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to
